In order for this election to be considered fully responsive to this requirement, the election must include: 

a) the name and structure of the elected species, including a depiction of the 
chemical linkage of an anti-inflammatory and a MAO inhibitor (presently limited to 

deprenyl or propargylamine) AND a depiction of the structure contemplated by the elected specie in instant formula 1 of claim 20; 

b) the location of the species within the claims or within the specification; and 

c) the claims that read on the elected species. 

Further, in the Interview Summary form mailed to Applicant on April 25, 201 1, clarification of a compound of the formula of instant 
claim 20 was again requested.
